, THE QUESTION OF GOLD AGAIN 


Secretary o£ Commerce Hoover's ad- 


dress to delegates of the Chamber of 
Com- 


merce of the United States at their con- 
vention in Xew York city was probably 
intended to illustrate to business men. 
generally the close connection between 
monetary gold supply and prices. 
Inci- 


dentally, it was probably meant to be a 
hint to them that they must, in their own 
interest, encourage exportation of gold to 
Europe. , Also there was the implication 
that gold will have to be lent to Europe in 
order to stabilize our own prosperity. 


Our gold reserve prior to the war ap- 


proximated 9850.000.000. In 1920 it 
was ?2.000.000.000. while at present it 
totals ?3.000.000.000. Easily double 
what we need. 3Ir. Hoover declare^ that 
the excess in the present reserve would 
have to flow back to Europe; otherwise, 
it would cause inflation of currency and 
credit, followed by inflation of costs and 
prices, resulting in a financial and com- 
mercial breakdown. 


His point is easy to understand. The 


more money there is. the hfgher prices 
are: that is. money is cheap and goods are 
dear. 
Less nloney buys more goods, as. 


being scarce, or relatively scarce, it is 
worth more, having a greater purchasing 
power. 


Gold is the foundation or base of -the 


monetary system. 
A large supply of it 


facilitates monetary expansion and in- 
creases the supply of currency. Similarly 
it expands credit. Consequently, there is 
impairment of credit. Increase the supply 
of money and the quantity of credit 
causes advances in prices and in costs. In 
brief, there results a combination of in- 
flated money, inflated credit and inflated 
costs and prices. 


Return of the excess gold reserve to 


Europe will enlarge the money supply of 
Europe and revive prosperity. Naturally 
prices and costs will rise there, ^lean- 
while our prices and costs should decline, 
and there would be a level, or a move- 
ment toward a level, which would stim- 
ulate international trade.' 


But there is a fundamental principle 


respecting the money supply, trade activ- 
ity and prices which is generally over- 
looked by proponents of the gold theory. 
This principle is that business is demand 
mid supply, and that money is only the 
medium of exchange. 
More business 


produces still more business and more 
Vmsincss forces prices and costs upward. 
This principle must always be considered 
in connection with the money supply and 
gold reserve. 
~\V"c are approaching this 


condition in the United States today. In- 
flation is proceeding at such n rapid rale 
that there threatens to be a severe reac- 
tion before the year is over. 
If we had 


lf>ss gold in the country wo would IrSvf 
less of a foundation on which to support 
inflation. 
The accumulation of a top- 


beavy gold reserve in America is not sole- 
ly because of inflation, but it bears an 
important relation to it and until condi- 
tions in Europe are so improved as to 
bring about a removal of much of this 
gold to the nations which are in need of 
It there it will continue to be a source of 
w'eakness and 
danger to the United 


States.

A report, from the department.of Ihc 


interior on its work of reclamation in the 
arid sections of the western states pre- 
sents nn outline of the vastncss of our 
oounlry which emphasizes the richness of 
it, a wealth that for generations will not. 
bo brought to its fullest -development. 
.-The water storage capacity of irrigation. 


pro.ieet reservoirs has now reached 10,- 
000,000 acre feet, or enough to cover 
the entire state of Connecticut with wa- 
ter. 
But the vastness of the undertaking 


is made more comprehensive in the fig- 
ures applying to the work. Here is what 
this reservoir work moans: 


The construction of reclamation pro- 


jects representing a storage capacity of 
10.000.000 acre feet of water has in- 
cluded more than 12.500 miles of canals, 
ditches and drains: tunnels with an ag- 
gregate length of more than 27 miles: 
masonry, earth, rock-fill and crib dams 
with a total volume of over l-'i-.OOO.OOO 
cubic yards: more than 8,000 bridges, 
560 miles of pipe line. 
130 miles of 


flumes. 1.000 miles of wagon road. S3 
miles of railroad. 3.000 of telephone 
lines. 970 miles of transmission lines, 
and 1.150 buildings, such as offices, resi- 
dences, power plants, pumping- stations, 
barns and store houses. 
The excavation 


of rock and 
earth amounts to about 


200.000,000 cubic-yards, equivalent,to 
an excavation one mile on a side and 
nearly 200 feet deep. 
Excavation dur- 


ing 1922 exceeded 1.000.000 cubic 
yards a month. 


The reclamation service has used more 


than 3.000.000 barrels of cement and 
lias manufactured more than 1.500.600 
barrels of cement and sand cement. 
It 


has mined 140.000 tons of coal. The irri- 
gation works incidentally develop ap- 
proximately 64.000 horse power. 


It is illuminating, in the face of dia- 


grams and budgets which show our ex- 
pense for military purposes, to see what 
one activity of one federal department 
means in constructive development. 


A NATIONAL INDICTMENT 


The greatest national tax that is col- 


lected in the United States, according to 
the National Fire Protection association, 
is imposed by fire. No less than SI.000 
a minute is the tribute which this ogre de- 
mands and. through the carelessness of a 
wasteful public, is able to collect. 


Annual fire losses, members of the As- 


sociation declare, amount to more^than 
S500.000.000 each year, and these same 
fires take a toll of 15.000 human lives— 
the money value of which to society can 
never accurately be estimated. 
The con- 


clusion of the report contains the most 
tragic note of the whole document— 
eighty per cent of this loss is preventable. 


Reduced to its simplest terms, this 


statement of the National Fire Protection 
association means that greater care on the 
part of the people of the United States 
would result in a property saving of 
^400.000.000 annually, and a saving in 
human life of 12.000 persons. No great- 
er indictment of carelessness can be 
imagined. 


This is not a matter which can be hand- 


led by legislation. 
People cannot be 


made careful by law. Penalties may be 
inflicted for carelessness, but they nei- 
ther brine the dead to life nor restore 
destroyed property nor greatly increased 
the care which others exert. 
The matter 


can only be bandied through individual 
action. 
"When each citizen takes this ap- 


palling loss to heart and resolves that no 
property will be destroyed and no lives 
sacrificed through carelessness of his 
own. then will America see an appreciable 
diminuation in the huge fire loss which 
now curses the nation. , 


THE CONNECTICUT LAW 


The state of Connecticut has added 


nothing to its prestige by the passage of 
the law imposing a finr> of -*> 1 00 on any 
person, firm, or corporation that mny dis- 
play a clock set in accordance with the 
daylight saving time. The law is yet to be 
tn.stcd in 1ho courts and there is said to 
be good reason to believe that it will be 
set aside1 as an unwarranted invasion of 
the rights of Ihc individual. 


in view of the benefit which daylight 


saving bestows upon the urban residents 
of Connecticut, and Connecticut is a state 
of many populous r-ities. this law is ob- 
viously framod to moot tho wishes of the 
minority of tho state's fitixoris. 
Daylight 


saving is opposed mainly by the rural resi- 
dents and it is far from just that this sec- 
tion of the population of an industrial 
state should dictate the time under wbi'-h 
a majority of the people arc to live. 


Those who do not approve daylight 


saving—the conservation advantages of 
which were made so apparent during thf; 
war—arc selfish when tlu-y ask that an en- 
tire state be denied its benefits in nrdr-r 
that they may be spared thf small incon- 
veniences of rearranging their working 
schedules.

many victims of tuberculosis that the first rule for 
recovery i« "Keep away from doctors and medi- 
cines, get plenty of good food and fresh air, and go 
west." Just a word to them about that. 
Not my 


word, but the word of a man who has won the bat- 
tle with tuberculosis in his own home: 


''If it. were not so tragic it would be amusing, 


the manner in which I first decided to take the cure 
at home. At that time I was still able to attend to 
my business, and having learned in a general way 
that fresh air, sood food and rest would cure tuber- 
culosis. I continued at my business. Because I did 
not work so hard and spent more time at home, I 
was under the impression that I fulfilled the require- 
ments for rest. I crowded into my stomach all it 
would hold, with extra supplies of milk and eggs, 
not forgetting cod liver oils: and I thought that the 
foods I consumed would somehow heal the lungs. 


It is a wonder that this man. did finally win his 


battle. He evidently starting: knowing some things 
which ain't so. But luck was with him. He con- 
tinues: 


"From this method of treating tuberculosis the 


inevitable happened—a turn for the worse, higher 
fever, increased cough, etc. It was no longer a 
question of whether I could afford to neglect my 
business; my phsical condition made attention to 
business out of the question." 


That wasn't so lucky in itself, but it brought 


good luck in the form of the First Essential for 
Recovery from Tuberculosis which the victor de- 
scribes as follows:
